It is 
dated “Ellisiand” and covers nine 
quarto pages. In it Burns says: 
“Apropos, is not the Scot's phrase, 
‘Auld lang syne’ exceedingly impres- 
sive. There is an old song and tune 
which has often thrilled through my 
soul. You know I am an enthusia&St 
in old Scots songs. 

And later on he says: “I, too, am 
just now Revolution-mad but it is not 
the tarantula-frenzy of insulting 
Whiggiem, like an asses colt capering 
over the generous hound breathing his 
last: mine is the madn of an en- 
raged scorpion, shut up if a thumb- 


The letter ends: “If miry ridges 
and dirty dunghilis are to engross the 
best part of the functions of my soul 
immortal, I had better be a rook or 
a magpie all at once, and then I would 

t have been plagued with any ideas 

perior to breaking of clods and 
picking up grubs, not to mention 
barn-door cocks or mallards, creatutes 
with which I could almost exchange 
lives at any time.” " 

The identity of the actual purchaser 
of these relics and pictures ts sel- 
dom disclosed at the time, but it gen- 
erally proves to be an American. For 
example. it is stated in today’s Lon- 
don newspapers for the first time that 
Whistier's portrait of Irving as 
Philip II. which was bought through 
an agent for $25.000 in last November, 
is im the collection of George C.

It will be decidedly interesting to see 
how English readers of the present 
day receive “Minnigrey,” the famous 
serial story which created such a fu- 
rore when it was first published in the 
London Journal in 180, and which has 
just started again in that recently re- 
vived periodical. “Minnigrey” was 
Written by J. F. Smith, a former pro- 
fessor in the College of Bayeux, who 
returned to his own country to avoid 
the Freuen Revolution of 1848 and 
London Journal ocontribiting to the 
London Journal in order to tide things 
over. He proved a wizard, for his first 
story ran for twenty-six weeks and 
extended to more than 600,000 words. 
By this time. he had a great following, 
but he did not achieve his triumph 
until a vear or two later, when he | 
wrote “Minnigrey.” The sensation | 
created by this story carried the Jour- 
nal all over the world and sent up the 
circulation to 512.000 copies weekly. 

Smith was a Bohemian of the old 
School, and it was occasionally hard 
to find him when press-day came 
round. When once discovered. how- 
ever, he could seat himself at a table 
with a bottle of port within reach 
and go steadily to work, turning out 
sheet after sheet until the 8000 words 
of the weekly installment were accom- 
plished. Later on in its history, Mark 
Lemon became editor of the London 
Journal, and he it was who tried the 
experiment of publishing stories by 
Charles Reade and Sir Walter Scott. 
The experiment was not a success, | 
neither “Kentiwerth” nor “White 
Lies,” the respective novels chosen, be- 
ing suitable for serial publication. 
The original London Journal gave up 
the ghost several years ago, but re- 
vived by an enterprising publishing

Uncle Sam's Ocean Road-Making. 


WONDERFUL 
: WHERE HE IS AT

There is a government department 
which is quite unknown, both by 
name and reputation, to most Ameri- 
cans. It rareiy figures in the great 
legislative debates, and is not men- 
tioned in the newspapers once in a 
blue moon. It has not even achieved 
a scandal. Its title is unimpressive 
and only sailors scientists know 
what it means—the | Hydrographic Of- 
fice of the Bureau of Equipment of the 
Navy Department. 

Yet were it not for this apparently 
obscure department and another sim- 
Har one belonging to Great Britain, 
our ocean-borne commerce would be 
days later arriving at its destined 
ports. The flying liners could not clip 
hours off records. Marine insurance 
rates would be vastly higher. More 
important than ali these matters to- 
gether, fatal collisions between ships 
and icebergs or derelicts would be as 
frequent as they are infrequent now.

before the United States became inter- 
ested even vaguely in the subject of 
good roads on land, its ocean road- 
making had begun, and through more 
than sixty years the work has con- 
tinued, silently, steadily, unnoticed, 
until now almost two thousand mag- 
nificently engraved charts give evi- 
dence to the fact that the greater part 
tof the world’s oceans have roads laid 
out across them as plain to the sailor 
as the roads of a township are to the 
farmer. 

Invisibie roads are these, yet more 
fixed and unalterable than those of the 
solid land, The latter may be demol- 
ished in a moment by landslide or 
washout.’ The ocean roads are dotted 
by star and planet and are as true as 
those celestial bodies themselves. 

GUIDING THE SHIPS. 

Whenever a ship leaves any deep-sea 
port of the United States, chart- 
room is supplied by Uncle Sam with a 
rich marine library, every bit of which 
has been brought practically up to the 
day of sailing, partially by written cor- 
rections and partially by engraved 
plate corrections. This library con- 
tains among the books one that gives 


elaborate sailing directions of great 


ports, describing the channels, charac- 
ter of bottom, land-marks, lighthouses 
and signals, and telling what the pre- 
vailing winds and currents are, the 
dangers of local fog, pilot, quarantine, 
customs and anchorage rules, etc. 

Another book describes all the light- 
houses, bell buoys, range marks, bea- 
cons, fog signals and danger marks of 
a coast, with pi the important 
land-falls showing w they appear 
to the mariner looking at them from 
the sea. The exact latitude and longi- 
tude of each mark or light is given. 
The range of each licht-beam is stated 
accurately. Every peculiarity of each 
lighthouse is described so clearly that 
a captain who has never approached 
the coast before can recognize it abso- 
lutely, and is in no danger of con- 
founding it with any other light. 

Still another book contains wonder- 
ful figures—1li masterpieces of hu- 
man achievement in pure mathematics 
—known as azimuth tables. The<e 
tables give the true bearings of al! 
celestial bodies between 24 and 70 de- 
grees of declination. at intervals of 
ten minutes of time for the entire cir- 
cult of the heavens and for parallels 
of latitude extending to 70 degrees. 
In connection with other azimuth 
tables, which give the true bearings 
of the sun and other celestial bodies 
within ecliptic limits, these enable 
the navigator to “find himself” at any 
moment of the day or night, without 
waiting to “shoot the sun” at noon, 
as was necessary in the past. 
Withont these tables, the great fliers 
would not be able to keep their course 
to a hair’s breadth as they do now, 
and thus would lose much time by de- 
viating from the shortest line, for they 
xo too fast for the sun to be of value 
tor fine observations. 

A small pile of weekly notices to 
mariners is another valuable part of 
this ship library. These notices are 
newspapers, giving the very latest in- 
formation on matters pertaining to 
safe navigation in all parts of the 
world, such as the establishment of 
new lights, discontinuance of defective 
workings of others, discoveries of 
rocks, shoals, and other dangers, rec- 
ommendations as to the safest routes, 
| 


There are scores of charts. Some 
are many yards square. All are beau- 
tiful specimens of the highest degree 
of the engravers’ art, in copper plate, 
steel and lithography. Some show | 
every channel and hole and shoal; and | 
are covered with figures as closely as 
they can be crowded, showing the ex- 
act depths of water. Others show the 
earth’s magnetic elements. There are 
wind charts and weather charts, ice 
charts and derelict charts. 


MAKING THE GREAT CHARTS. 

Many of these charts are the work 
of our most famous naval officers, and | 
they were prepared by

Thus, Commodore Wilkes laid the 
great foundation for the charts of the 
Grand Banks, the Pacific and the Ant- 
arctic. Commodore Perry made charts 
of Japan’s waters that are accurate 
today. The North Pacific and the 
Behring Sea were charted by Commo- 
dore Rodgers and Commodores Berry 
and Stockton. Lieut. Lynch surveved 
the Dead Sea. Admirals Belknap, Er- 
ben and Barker and Capt. Tanner did 
famour work in the Pacific. Brooke 


graphic surveys of the Atlantic. Capt. 
Mahan was an expert hydrographic 
surveyor. Admiral Porter was noted 
for his coast surveys. Capt. Sigsbee 
did epochal work in deep sea sound- 
ing, and among other things discov- 
ered the amazing ‘hole in the tropical 
seas which is known as the Sigsbee 
Deep. Admirals Dewey, Clark and 
Philip, all Spanish War heroes, have 
contributed many of the best charts 
in the world. ' 

The work of making a coast chart 
is slow, incessant labor, day by day, 
hour by hour, in launches and small 
boats. The officers of the survey must 
know astronomy, geometry, algebra, 
triangulation and all the other higher 
mathematics, besides possessing an 
accurate knowledge of tides, winds and

machines, range finders, azimuth ta- 
bles and logarithms they must lie out 
in the ocean in their plunging little 
craft and locate each spot in the 
trackless sea as positively as if it were 
marked ‘by street signs. 

In the evening they return to the 
surveying vessel and put down the re- 
suits of the day’s work on a great map, 
which is called a preliminary sheet. 

Although this map is called prelim- 
inary, it is prepared with perfect ac- 
curacy and with a sufficient degree of 
delicate draughtsmanship to demon- 
strate clearly any inaccuracies as the 
work progresses. When finished it is 
sent with the records of astronomical 
observations, triangulation, topogra- 
phy, tides, currents, etc., from the sur- 
veying vessel to the Hydrographic 
Office. There, in the division of chart 
construction, managed by one of the 
most thoroughly equipped hydrograph- 
ic engineers in this or any country, the 
work is revised carefully in every de- 
tail. Then a “smooth sheet” is pre- 
pared ,and from this comes the work- 
ing chart, either by engraved copper- 
plate or by a lithographic process. 

As soon as the finished chart is 
printed all vessels of the navy serving 
in the locality which it indicates are 
supplied with it. The merchant ves- 
sels of all nations can obtain it from 
the Hydrographic Office. All these 
publications are either furnished free 
or at actual cost of printing. 

THE PILOT CHART OF THE AT- 
LANTIC. 

One of the most interesting and val- 
uable charts published by the office is 
the monthly pilot chart of the North 
Atlantic Ocean. 

To make this chart, a blank observa- 
tion book is furnished to more than 
two thousand merchant and navai cap- 
tains. In this all the observers are re- 


| quired to note their data simultane- 


ously, wherever they may be, once a 
day and at the same instant of time— 
‘Greenwich mean noon. 

The observations thus recorded give 
‘the direction and force of the wind, 
‘the reading of the barometer and ther- 
mometer, the temperature of the wa- 
ter, the character and percentage of 
clouds visible and the character of the 
sea. Immediately on arrivai in a port 
these reports are sent either by mail” 
or through the United States consul 
to the Hydrographic Office, where the 
information is platted on a chart. 

This chart is divided into squares of 
5 degrees of latitude and 5 degrees of 
longitude, and each element of infor- 
mation, except clouds and the state of 
the sea is indicated in its respective 
square by a particular symbol. 

As the records of saliing vessels 
often do not reach the hydrographic 
office for a long time it requires many 
months before all the records for any 
one year for each individual square 
can be collected and plotted. 

A feparate chart is used for each 
day in the year. Finally each element 
is averaged for each month of each 
year during which the observations | 
have been taken, and a mean of each 
month of all the years is transferred 
to the, pilot charts proper. 

All the possibilities and recommen- 
dations for the coming month relating 
to winds, calms, fog. gales, weather 
forecast, barometric and thermometric 
data and steamer and sailing vessel 
routes are noted in blue. 

Ali matter noted in red relates to 
what has actually occurred in the past 
and is variable in character. For in- 
stance, there are mazes of réd lines 
which represent the paths of the cen- 
ters of storms that have occurred dur- 
ing the previous five years. 

Derelicts and wrecks, drifting buoys, 
icebergs and fleld ice, which have been 
seen during the preceding month, are 
noted in red, and as fast as they are 
reported in a new locality red lines 
are drawn, showing just how they have 
drifted. 

This chart thus becomes a continu- 
ous warning to seamen for the month 


on the first day of which it is issued. 


and {s of immense benefit in short- 
ening ocean travel and lessening dan- 
gers to life and property. This chart 
is considered so important that the 
agents of great transatiantic liners 
telegraph the positions of wrecks, der- 
elicts and ice to their home offices as 
soon as they are informed of them by 
the Hydrographic Office or by 
branch offices along our Atlantic sea- 
board. 
SPYING ON THE STORMS. 

The main or sea part of the chart is 
divided up into 5-degree squares, in the 
center of each one of which is a small 
circle from which radiate arrows, each 
one pointing toward the center. These 
arrows indicate the direction in which 
winds may be expected to blow, the 
number of feathers indicating the 
force by Beaufort's scale. 

The number of hours in each one 
hundred the wind wil] blow from that 
direction is found by transferring ‘the 
lengih of the arrow to a scate printed | 
beiow. The number of feathers indi- 
cates the force of the wind. Thus in a 
iven case, a captain may expect to 
find in each one hundred hours a N.E. 
wind with a force of 3 for 18 hours; an

Both ends of the 
severed’ ship remained afloat, but they 
separated weirdly, the stern drifting 
to the northward and going ashore 
on the Maine coast forty-eight davs 
later, and the bow drifting to the 
southward and being lost sight of off 
the Maryland coast seventy-two days 
later. | 

From September, 1889, till now the 
Hydrographic Office has received re- 
ports of almost 150 collisions with 
ice, derelicts and wreckage in the 
North Atlantic alone, and others 
probably occurred which were never 
heard of at all, because the unlucky 


The derelict-hunting war- 
ship lowers her small boats and 
launches and they hover around it, 


attaching them where they may. Then 
they veer off, and presently the ocean 
rises roaring in a ghastly pillar like 
** genii. But the chances are ten 
to one that only a few splintered tim- 
bers float away. The fierce explosive 
energy of the dynamite expends it- 
self for the most part on the sea that 
forms a great water-cushion around 
the wreck and saves it from vital in- 
jury. 

Then the cruiser steams by slowly, 
broadside bearing, and looses her pent 
heil of flame. Shells plunge into the 
derelict faster than a steam hammer 
could land its blows. Up and down ske 
steams, bringing successive broadsides 
to ‘bear. 

But the derelict remains afloat. She 
is too tough for the armament that 
could sink a warship. .

IN GOOD HANDS. 


DAUGHTER OF MRS. GRIFFIN IS 
LOCATED. |

Claims She Left Her Mother in 
Santa Barbara to Gain Better En- 
vironment—Has Found Home in 
Goleta Where She Is to Be Cared 
for Until Returned to Her Father. 


SANTA BARBARA, May 18.—The 
real facts connected with the so-called 
disappearance of Maud Griffin, the 
daughter of Mrs. O. W. Griffin of this 
city, have come to light and reveal 
a state of affairs stranger than fic- 
tion—if the reports that come from 
those familiar with the case can be re- 
lied upon. 

While Mrs. Griffin was hunting for 
her daughter in Los Angeles with 
great anxiety: and solicitating the aid 
of the police with statements that he 
girl had been lured from her home by 
a woman, whose name she will not 
give, it now develops that Maud 
Griffin never went to Los Angeles at 
all, but is now working quietly at the 
home of a charitably-disposed wom- 
an in Goleta.

Mrs. Griffin and daughtef lived at 
the old Dr. Show place on lower State 
street only a few weeks ago, and have 
for several months been working at 
different places about the city. The 
girl was employed at the home of a 
local merchant for two weeky, but 
left suddenly one day without any 
previous warning, and when Mrs. Grif- 
fin called at the merchant's store to 
collect the girl's wages she created a 
disturbance there and the proprietor 
found it necessary to call the police.

E PATCHED RATE BILL. 

The Senate, after long discus- 
sion, yesterday passed the Hepburn- 
Dolliver rate bill, so-called. The 
measure, as it comes out of the Sen- 
ate, bears “ten pages of amend- 
ments,“ according to an Associated 
Press dispatch. We may well believe 
this statement, for the Senate has 
occupied itself principally with adding 
amendments to the bil] since it came 
from the House. It is difficult to say, 
at this writing, just how, and to what 
extent, these ten pages of amend- 
ments will affect the provisions of the 
original Hepburn bill, which had re 
ceived the President’s unofficial ap- 
proval. The Senate's juggling with 
the bill has been rather tedious and 
confusing. One amendment after an- 
other has been thrashed out, from 
day to day, and even members of the 
Senate are more or less in doubt as 
to the exact scope of the bill in its 
present form. It is certainly a thing 
of shreds and patches. | 

Throughout the discussion of this 
measure in the Senate, thére has 
been manifested a desire on the part 
of certain Senators to destroy or 
cireumecribe the increased powers 
which the Hepburn bill would have 

conferred upon the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission ff it had become a 
law. Of course, this is the crux of 
the situation. The primary purpose 
of the rate bill was to give greater 
power to the commission, and the 
primary purpose of the “railroad 
Senators” has been te prevent the 
conferring of such power upon the 
com mission, 

The bill will now go back to the 
House, That body, as a matter of 
course, will refuse to accept the con- 
fusing and emaseculating amendments 
of the Senate, and the result will be

mined struggle in conference. The 
Senate and the House conferees will 
doubtless find themselves far apart— 
too far apart, perhaps, ever to get 
together. If they do reach an agree- 
ment. through mutual concessions, 
each house of Congress will have to 
ratify the agreement in order to 
make it binding, and the President's 
signature will be necessary to com- 
plete its enactment into law. 

It will be seen, therefore, that rail- 
road rate legislation by the present 
Congress is far from being an ac- 
complished fact. Powerful interests 
are aligned against any legislation 
of a radical nature, and it is more 
than probable that they will prevail, 
at least for the present. But the 
question of rate regulation will not 
down.

preliminary work and work necessary 
to preserve the city’s rights as “an 
outrage on the public purse that must 
not be permitted,” and making numer- 
ous ignorant and utterly false state- 
ments. 

“Not one dollar of the people's 
money should be expended in actual 
work until expert advice has been had 
on the subject,” says the power com- 
panies through Sammy Clover, opposing 
desperately, as they have for months, 
every step of progress toward bringing 
water and power to the city’s gates.

On September 7, 1905, this question 
was submitted to and answered by the 
voters of Los Angeles: 

Shall the city of Coe Angeles incur 
a bonded debt of $1,500,000 for the 
purpose of acquiring lands, water 
rights, rights-of-way and other prop- 
erty, and constructing ditches, canals, 
tunneis and other waterworks neces- 
sary to provide said city with a water 
supply in the Owens River Valiey, in 
the county of Inyo, California? 

On the morning of election day, The 
Times said to the people of Los An- 
geles: | 

“The bonds to be voted today have 
been fixed at $1,500,000, but the voting 
of this amount means the voting, first 
and last, of over $20,000,000. For 
this reason it is the duty of every voter 
to register his will and judgment, and 
the vote should be cast thoughtfully 
and conscientiously on the merits of 
the questions involved. Today’s elec- 
tion will decide whether the city of 
Los Angeles shall bring hither the 
water from Owens River Valley.” 

Nothing could be plainer than the 
proposition officially stated on the bal- 
lot. The voters of Los Angeles knew 
exactly what they were doing, and 
by a vote of 10,693 to 754 they au- 
thorized the issue of bonds and the 
expenditure of money for the acquisi- 
tion of property and the construction 
of ditches, canals and other water- 
works necessary to secure h water 
supply in Owens River Valley. The 
city of Los Angeles approved, adopted 
and committed itself to the Owens 
River project on September 7, 1905, 
after full consideration of the under- 
taking. The people of Los Angeles 
gave to the Water Board the righi to 
dig all the ditches and canals neces- 
sary to secure the city’s right to take 
water from Owens River. 

After the votes were counted Mayor 
McAleer said: “With the present issue 
of bonds we will pay for the territory 
in the Owens River country, buy our 
machinery and commence boring the 
tunnels. The work is practically 
started.

There 
are problems in the rient which 
must be solved. But it is Burope 
which presents the great prablem. In 
England reform measures have ex- 
tended the franchise to the people.
